As  a  duty  under  the  provisions  of  law,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit 
the  annual  report  of  this  office,  showing  the  exact  condition  of  the 
public  printing,  binding,  and  engraving,  the  amount  and  cost  of  such 
printing,  binding,  and  engraving,  the  amount  of  paper  purchased  for  the 
same,  and  such  further  information  as  may  be  within  his  [my]  knowledge 
in  regard  to  all  matters  connected  therewith."  Also,  a  statement  show- 
hig  "the  number  of  hands  emj^loyed,  and  the  length  of  time  each  has 
been  employed."  The  tabular  statements  accompanying  this  report  are 
made  uj)  for  the  year  ending  on  the  30th  of  September,  1870,  and  are  as 
follows :

COST  OF  THE  PUBLIC  PR1NTIN&  AND  BINDINa. 

Statements  No.  1  and  'No.  2  will  show  tlie  a/pproximate  cost  of  the 
public  printing  and  binding  for  each  Department  of  the  Government 
during  the  year  ending  on  the  30th  of  September,  1870,  as  it  appears  on 
the  books  of  this  office.  The  Statement  Ko.  1,  exhibiting  the  cost  of  the 
printing,  binding,  and  lithographing  and  engraving  for  Congress,  is 
given  ver3"  much  in  detail,  with  the  view  of  showing  the  cost,  as  nearly 
as  is  practicable,  of  each  of  the  annual  reports  and  other  public  docu- 
ments which  were  printed  in  excess  of  the  usual  number,  (1,550  copies, 
and  50  copies  for  the  use  of  the  Librarian  of  Congress,)  under  a  reso- 
lution of  Congress,  and  the  manner  in  which  they  were  authorized  to  be 
distributed.  The  actual  disbursements  of  the  office,  as  detailed  in  State- 


ments Nos.  3,  4,  5,  and  6,  were  as  follows :

By  reference  to  Statement  No.  1  it  will  be  seen  that  a  large  number 
of  the  public  documents  ordered  to  be  printed,  either  by  law,  by  order 
of  the  Senate,  or  the  House  of  Eepresentatives,  were  for  distribution  by 
the  Executive  Departments  and  Bureaus. 

The  amount  realized  during  the  year  from  the  sale  of  paper,  paper 
shavings,  documents,  &c.,  is  $32,838  13,  which  has  been  deposited  in  the 
treasury  of  the  United  States,  as  required  by  law.

PAPER  POR  PRINTING. 


The  fourth  section  of  the  act  of  July  27, 1866,  gives  to  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee on  Printing  the  exclusive  control  of  contracting  for  paper  for  the 
public  printing,  and  of ''fixing  a  standard  of  paper  for  the  different 
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descriptions  of  congressional  and  execntive  printing."  Under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  committee  contracts  were  entered  into  for  supplying  any 
required  quantities  of  the  various  kinds  for  the  year  ending  on  the  31st 
December,  1870,  with  the  following  persons  : 

Class  1. — Fine  uncalcndered  i^r  biting  paper ,  24  lyy  38  inches,  45  pounds  per  ream  o/500  sheets. - 
William  A.  Mullen  and  H.  B.  Parker,  Philadelphia,  2,000  reams,  at  13.20  cents  per 

pound,  and  5,000  reams,  at  14.20  cents  per  pound. 
William  W.  Harding,  Philadelphia,  2,000  reams,  at  14.39  cents  per  pound. 
Charles  Magarge  &  Co.,  Philadelphia,  5,000  reams,  at  15.20  cents  per  pound. 
William  J.  Bryan,  New  York,  16,000  reams,  at  15.65  cents  per  pound. 

Class  2. — Fine  calendered  printing  : 

William  J.  Bryan,  New  York,  16.500  reams,  at  16.88  cents  per  pound. 
Class  3. — Superfine  printing  paper,  hard-sized  and  supercalendered,  24  by  32  inches,  45  'pounds 
per  ream  of  500  sheets : 

Charles  Magarge  &  Co.,  Philadelphia,  1,600  reams,  at  17.30  cents  per  pound. 

Class  4. — Map  paper  :

Campbell,  Hall  &  Co.,  New  York,  24,500  reams,  at  22  cents  per  j)ound. 

Class  6. — Colored  writing  papers  : 
Wheelwright,  Mudge  &  Co.,  Baltimore,  200  reams  cap,  14  by  17  inches,  laid,  at  28.50 
cents  per  pound,  and  2,400  reams,  the  remainder  of  the  class,  at  23.40  cents  per  pound. 

Class  7. —  Paper  for  post  offi.ce  blanks  : 
William  H.  Holfman,  Baltimore,  1,000  reams,  20  by  36  inches,  42  pounds ;  800  reams, 
25  by  38  inches,  52  pounds  ;  800  reams,  26  by  32  inches ;  500  reams,  18  by  29  inches, 
30  pounds  to  the  ream,  one-half  of  each  weight  in  the  class  at  15.39  cents  per 
pound,  and  the  other  half  at  15.49  cents  per  pound? 

Class  8. — Sized  and  calendered  tinted  papers  : 

S.  D.  Warren  &  Co.,  Boston,  at  17.90  cents  per  pound. 

Statement  No.  4,  appended  to  this  report,  exhibits  the  exact  quantity 
of  each  kind  of  paper  i^urchased  during  the  year  ending  on  the  30th  of 
September,  1870,  and  the  cost  per  ream.  The  aggregate  amount  ex- 
l)ended  was  $418,974  21.  There  remained  on  hand  at  the  end  of  the 
year  papers  of  various  kinds,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  same 
statement,  amounting  in  value  to  $108,955  35. 

The  papers  furnished  under  the  contracts  for  1870  cost,  on  the  average, 
about  the  same  as  those  of  the  preceding  year.  The  standard  quality, 
however,  has  been  greatly  improved,  so  that  really  there  is  a  fair  ])er- 
centage  in  favor  of  the  purchases  of  1870.  There  has  been  much  less 
difficulty  with  the  contractors  than  during  the  previous  year,  in  keeping 
the  papers  up  to  the  standard  in  point  of  quality.  This  arises  in  a  great 
degree  from  the  wise  discretion  exercised  by  the  Joint  Committee  on 
Printiii.ii,-,  in  awarding  the  contracts  to  honorable  and  responsible  parties. 

LITHOGRAPHING  AND  ENGRAVING   FOR   CONGRESSIONAL  DOCUMENTS. 

The  aggregate  amount  paid  for  this  character  of  work  was  $64,929  21, 
the  details  of  which  will  be  found  in  Statement  No.  C.j 
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MAPPING  FOR  THE  SUPREME  COURT  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

Some  of  the  records  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Uuited  States 
which  are  ordered  to  be  printed  are  accompanied  by  maps,  plats,  dia- 
grams, &c.,  and  a  small  number  of  copies  in  facsimile^  on  tracing  linen, 
are  required  for  the  use  of  the  court.  These,  for  the  last  year,  cost  the 
sum  of  $1,473  50. 

THE  PUBLIC  BINDING. 

The  amount  expended  on  account  of  the  public  binding  during  the 
year  ending  on  the  30th  of  September,  1870,  was  $477,003  74,  the  details 
of  which  will  be  found  in  Statement  IsTo.  5.  The  value  of  the  materials 
on  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  $52,156  38.

CUSTOM-HOUSE  AND  POST  OFFICE. 

The  printing  and  binding  for  all  the  custom-houses  of  the  United 
States  has  been  transferred  by  law  to  the  Government  Printing  Office. 
This  transfer  took  place  in  July  1869,  and  involves  a  large  amount  of 
work  that  was  formerly  done  at  private  printing  establishments  through- 
out the  country.  The  following  exhibit,  taken  from  the  books  of  this 
office,  shows  the  rai>id  increase  of  this  class  of  printing  and  binding :

The  printing  and  binding  for  this  Department^  and  especially  that  for 
the  Money-order  Bureau,  show  a  somewhat  large  increase  to  meet  the 
wants  of  the  postal  service. 

PATENT  OFFICE. 

The  list  of  patents,  claims,  and  specifications  for  the  Patent  Office,  are 
printed  in  what  is  denominated  the  specification  department  of  this 
office.  Until  November  1868,  this  printing  was  done  at  a  i^rivate  print- 
ing office,  and  paid  for  out  of  the  funds  of  the  Patent  Office. 

The  following  exhibit  shows  the  amount  and  expense  of  work  done 
in  this  department  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1870  :

As  the  cost  of  press  work  is  not  enumerated  in  the  expense  above,  the 
balance  will  be  largely  reduced  by  that  item,  which,  owing  to  the  char- 
acter of  the  work,  is  somewhat  expensive. 

It  is  admitted,  I  believe,  that  this  class  of  printing  is  a  source  of  much 
revenue  to  the  Patent  Office,  and  I  would  suggest  the  propriety  and 
equity  of  placing  such  money  to  the  credit  of  the  fund  for  public  printing. 

On  the  1st  of  January  last  the  assistant  foreman  in  charge  of  the  speci- 
fication department  commenced  the  work  of  compiling  the  Patent  Office 
Eeport  from  these  claims  and  specifications  as  they  issue,  which  is  a  source 
of  much  economy,  as,  with  trifling  changes,  the  pages  are  sent  to  the 
stereotype  foundery  and  made  ready  for  the  work.  This  greatly  facilitates 
the  issue  of  this  report,  as  this  portion  of  it  is  ready  for  the  press  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  and  obviates  delay  in  compilation  as  heretofore  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Patents.  This  involves  not  only  a  great  saving  in 
time,  but  of  jnoney. 

The  printing  and  binding  for  nearly  every  Department  and  Bureau 
in  the  Government  have  been  increased  in  a  greater  or  less  degree  dur- 
ing the  last  year,  as  the  business  wants  of  the  Government  keep  pace 
with  the  progress  of  the  country. 
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STEREOTYPE  FOrNDERY. 

I  mentioned  iu  my  last  annual  report  that  I  iiad.  on  tlie  15tli  of  Sep- 
temlDer.  1S69.  at  comparatively  small  expense,  organized  a  stereotype 
foundery  iu  connection  with  this  oliice.  At  that  time  the  enterprise  was 
an  exi^eriment,  and  I  predicted  a  saving  to  the  Government  thereby  of 
at  least  $5,000  per  annum.  It  had  been  in  operation  one  year  on  the 
loth  day  of  last  September,  and  at  that  date  the  books  show  the  follow- 


ing satisfactory  exhibit :

The  foundery  has  been  in  charge  of  Mr.  Alexander  Elliott,  jr..  an  expe- 
rienced stereotyi)er,  and  its  success  as  a  convenient  and  economical 
department  of  the  office  is  in  a  great  degree  due  to  his  skillful  and 
j  udi  ci  0  u  s  1  w  a  1 1  a  gemen  t . 

BEANXH  PHINTINa  OFFICE. 

Under  the  law  requiring  all  the  printing  for  the  Grovernment  to  be 
done  at  the  Government  Printing  Office,  as  I  stated  in  my  former  report, 
a  printiug  office  at  the  Treasury  Department  was  last  year  transferred 
to  my  sui)erintendence  by  and  at  the  request  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury.  This  office  has  proved  a  great  convenience  to  that  Depart- 
ment, and  affords  very  satisfactory  results.  It  has  employed  during 
the  past  year  one  assistant  foreman,  one  proof-reader,  one  maker-up, 
eight  compositors,  two  pressmen,  four  feeders  of  presses,  one  apprentice, 
one  paper-cutter,  two  rulers,  two  feeders  of  ruling-machines,  three 
folders  and  stitchers  of  books,  and  one  laborer.  I  take  pleasure  in 
referring  to  the  excellent  management  of  that  office  by  the  assistant 
foreman  in  charge,  and  point  to  its  product  as  highly  satisfactory.  The 
amount  of  printing  placed  to  its  credit :

Without  this  branch  office,  during  the  past  year,  it  would  have  been 
difficult  much  of  the  time  to  keep  up  with  the  current  printing  of  the 
Government  under  the  present  facilities  of  the  main  office. 

The  Xavy  Department  and  Paymaster  General's  office  have  each  a 
small  printing  office.  These  have  been  recently  transferred  to  this 
office  as  branches,  to  bring  them  within  the  law  relating  to  the  public 
printing.  They  are  no  doubt  a  matter  of  great  convenience  to  those 
Departments,  and  employ  each  one  printer,  at  the  expense  of  this  office. 
Their  economy  is  yet  to  be  settled  under  the  proper  tests. 
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ENLARGE:\IENT  of  the  BUILDINa. 

I  desire  again  to  call  attention  to  the  imperious  necessity  of  an  in- 
crease of  building  accommodation  to  meet  the  pressing  wants  of  this 
office.  In  view  of  the  facts  that  the  work  gradually  increases  ;  that  all 
the  available  room  in  the  present  building  is  occupied  j  that  with  these 
facilities  it  is  not  i)ossible  to  keep  up  the  current  printing  and  binding 
of  the  day  5  that  a  large  amount  of  binding,  as  will  be  made  to  appear 
hereafter,  is  accumulating  without  the  hope  of  reaching  it  in  years  under 
the  present  condition  of  the  building  •  and,  in  view  of  the  further  im- 
portant fact  that  the  Government  has  an  abundance  of  vacant  land 
adjoining  the  present  building  on  which  to  erect  a  commodious  addition, 
I  would  most  respectfully  urge  an  early  appropriation  for  the  further- 
ance of  this  object. 

It  is  but  just  to  the  foreman  of  binding  to  say  that  he  has  worked 
the  bindery,  under  its  existing  facilities,  up  to  its  fullest  capacity  during 
the  past  year,  and  yet  a  large  amount  of  unfinished  work  has  accumu- 
lated, which  causes  disappointment  and  annoyance  to  the  several 
Departments  by  the  delay,  and  encumbers  the  premises  with  a  large 
amount  of  material  that  should  be  removed.  The  following  volumes 
are  now  deferred  in  their  completion  by  a  want  of  facilities  for  the  work:

To  these  may  be  added  a  large  number  of  volumes  for  the  Library  of 
Congress,  the  library  of  the  Patent  Office,  the  library  of  the  Obser- 
vatory, and  the  library  of  the  Surgeon  General's  Office,  in  all  number- 
ing some  8,000  volumes  of  library  binding. 

It  is  not  possible  to  find  a  remedy  for  these  embarrassments  and 
delays  except  through  the  erection  of  a  building  that  would  aftbrd 
adequate  room  and  increased  facilities  for  doing  the  imnting  and  bind- 
ing of  the  Government. 

Then,  again,  a  question  of  safety  to  the  persons  engaged  in  the 
I)resent  building  has  been  raised  by  the  public  press,  causing  much 
alarm  and  discontent  on  the  part  of  the  employes,  and  making  it  judi- 
cious to  cause  an  inspection  of  the  building.  I  therefore  iuvited  Mr. 
Clark,  the  Architect  of  the  Capitol  Extension,  to  examine  the  premises, 
and  I  communicate  herewith  the  result  of  his  observation  : 

Aechitect's  Office  United  States  Capitol  Extension, 

IVasliington,  D.  C,  November  17,  1870. 
Dear  Sir:  At  your  request  I  have  examined  the  Government  Printing  Office  in 
regard  to  its  stability.    I  will  state  that  I  consider  the  arrangement  you  are  making 
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for  relieving  the  upper  story  of  the  weight  very  judicious,  and  that  the  loads  are  so 
distributed  over  the  floors  as  to  prevent  any  danger  of  crushing,  and  I  do  not  think 
there  is  any  cause  of  ahirm. 

I  must  state,  however,  that  I  have  seen  the  upper  stories  of  that  building  so  loaded 
that  I  considered  its  condition  dangerous. 

As  the  state  of  the  public  work  may  again  occasion  such  overcrowding,  I  consider 
that  prudence  demands  that  measiu?es  should  be  taken  to  procure  additional  capacity, 
and  that  all  heavy  loads  possible  should  be  placed  on  the  ground  floor.

The  arrangement  alluded  to  by  Mr.  Glark  is  merely  the  construction 
of  a  temporary  out-building,  where  a  portion  of  the  accumulated  work 
can  be  stored,  thus  affording  i)artial  relief  to  the  main  building.  This 
expedient,  however,  is  inconvenient,  and  not  altogether  safe  to  the 
property  stored. 

I  would  most  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the  fact 
that  certain  official  documents  have  recently  been  published  in  advance 
of  their  transmission  to  Congress,  much  to  the  discomfiture  of  the 
Departments  to  which  they  relate,  and  to  the  scandal  of  the  Govern- 
ment Printing  Office.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  it  seems  next  to  an  im- 
possibility now  to  prevent  these  occurrences  by  the  strictest  vigilance, 
I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  the  remedy  is  within  the  reach  of  the 
law-making  power.  By  judicious  legislation,  with  proper  penalties,  the 
publication  of  these  documents  in  advance  of  their  transmission  to  Con- 
gress coidd,  in  my  judgment,  be  prohibited  and  prevented.  This  would 
make  the  offenders  responsible  for  their  conduct,  and  relieve  innocent 
parties  from  the  annoyances  that  now  await  them  when  offenses  of  this 
character  are  committed. 

In  conclusion,  I  refer  to  the  several  clerks,  and  the  foremen  of  print- 
ing and  binding,  and  their  subordinates  in  this  office,  with  much  satis- 
faction. I  am  largely  indebted  to  their  intelligence,  fidelity,  and  effi- 
ciency in  the  conduct  of  its  affairs  for  the  measure  of  usefulness  that 
has  attended  its  management  during  the  year.
